In the “House of Mirth” Edith Wharton has not 
only written an interesting story, but has made a 
substantial contribution to the welfare of mankind. 
Her story vividly suggests what devotion t» ma- 
terialism means, what a mockery the mere pursuit 
of pleasure is and the menace of the mere possession 
«of wealth without a realization of its value and its 
purposes. She has given a picture of the smart set, 
the verity of which is generally accepted, which im- 
pressively exposes the poverty of those who have 
nothing but money and the misery of those who do 
nothing but seek pleasure. She presents with the 
logic of a Greek tragedy the deadly effect of mere 
wealth upon its possessors. 

The weak, vain, indulgent, vulgar persons whom 
she depicts, having money without observing its ob i- 
gations or knowing what to do with it except spend 
it to indulge material desires and personal vanities, 
miss all the ends they seck. Searching for happiness 
in its counterfeits-—mirth, splendor, luxury, display— 
they find weariness and satiety. Searching for the 
vratification of social ambitions which mean noth- 
ing but vainglory they find bitter disappointment. 
The apple of desire is turned to ashes in their 
moths. 

But while the characters and incidents of the story 
are fiction the conditions are real. The reader is

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BRUTALITY AND MANLINESS. 

The death of Midshipman Branch as a consequence 
of his pugilistic encounter with Midslipman Mer- 
riwether has thrown the authorities of the Annapo- 
lis Naval Academy into a panic of perplexity. 

On the one hand men are sent to the naval acad- 
emy to become fighters. But, they say, brutality 
should not be encouraged. On taking another 
thought, however,,we are informed that to absolute- 
ly prohibit fighting and discourage the fighting spir- 
it would be a detriment to the esprit de corps of the 
academy. 

This seems to put the corps of naval iiticars on 
the ethical plane of the pugilist. 

The preposterous notion that a man shows his 
manliness by an eagerness to fight has taken fast 
hold of the naval and military services. The public 
opinion of the academy compelled these two boys 
to fight a 22-round battle to vindicate their “honor.” 
But probably not one of the cadets, not one of the 
officers and instructors of the academy, could give 
an intelligible definition of the word. 

The Japanese have built up a navy second to 
none in the world in point of discipline and effi- 
ciency. And yet they have no such notions. They 
are manly, but not brutal and they cannot under- 
stand American officers when they argue that man- 
liness depends upon readiness to fight, which is their 
term for a brutal spirit. If the Japanese can get 
along without brotality. why can’t we? 

That such a question should come up at all for 
argument by serious-minded men is enough to excite 
skepticism concerning the quality of civilization 
itself.

When a man’s brain works through ideas with life 
in them, death sets no limits to his life-work.

He en- 
larged it to include the other gardeners of the city 
and suburbs, the florists, nurserymen and others in- 
terested in forcing the ground to yield more of what, 
is useful and beautiful. 

These dinners go on now every year and develop 
ideas along the whole line of improving the life of 
the city, through gardens, parks, improved home 
surroundings, improved factory surrovudings and 
everything which helps to make city life better 
worth living.

DIVINING ROD IN BUSINESS. 

A divining rod in modern business ig as romantic 
as it is novel. The occasion for its use presented 
itself when it became necessary to sink additional 
wells on the grounds of the imperial navy yard at 
Kiel for water supply. In this territory water is 
found overlying an impervious hardpan, the upper 
surface of which is irregular. In order to avoid the 
expense of many trial bore holes, Herr von - Bulow 
Bothkaimp used a piece of iron wire about one-eighth 
of an inch thick bent in the form of a hoop with long, 
crossed ends. This rod is held by grasping in the 
two hands its opposite ends, which thus Serve’ as an 
axis, and allowing the loop portions to project hori- 
zontally forward from the boay. When passing over 
or near an underground flow of water the loop of the 
rod fiies up sharply, striking the operator's breast. 
Armed with this instrument the expert first dis- 
covered a large underground flow undiscernible from 
the surtace Next at a driven well which had been 
closed with a plug some time before, the expert ob- 
tained nu reaction in spite of the positive statement 
that this pipe had given an artesian flow. The plug 
was taken out of the pipe and no water came. Other 
successful tests were made. At the last spring the 
expert asked other members of the party to take 
his rod.

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 11.—Does 
city of Memphis belong to the State 
Mississippi? 

This may sound like a 
ling question, but it seemingly has some 
basis. 

There is_a likelfhcod that, if surveys 
Were properly observed, claim many 
Mississippians, the Bluff City would be 
within the domain of the Magnolia 
State 

The question has suggested itself to 
the Louisiana-Mississippi boundary dis- 
pute, recently argued before the United 
States Supreme Court, and which has 
caused a decided revival of interest in 
boundary ruatters. 

It looxs very much like Mississippi 
has in past years suffered material loss 
of territory from sheer neglect to con- 
tend in time for her rightful boundar- 
ies, and they claim that it appears as 
a historical fact that there are excel- 
lent reasons for believing that Mem- 
phis is now on what was once thought 
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or intended to be Mississippi soil. 
Dr. Riley’s View. 

‘The foremost living authority in. this 
State on boundaries is Dr. Franklin L. 
Riley of the university faculty, and 
secretary of the Mississippi Historical 
He has devoted years of study 
to this subject, and ‘s intimately ac- 
quainted with all of the history per- 
taining to the State boundaries. In 4a 
recent discussion of the northern 
boundary line he said: 

‘Wwhen the Federal Government in 
1804 presented to the Mississippi Terri- 
tory the 1I2-mile strip which has been 
acquired from South Caralina, the 
northern boundary of Mississippi was 
made to join Tennessee. This boundary 
lije has first been defined in the chr- 
tcr of South Carolina as the thirty- 
fourth degree of north latitude, and the 
point fixed, 

“There seems to have been little sub- 
seyuent attention directed to this 
boundary line until many years later. 
Doubts finally arose as to the correct- 
ness of the old surveys, and it was 
then thought that if the line were prup- 
erly run it would place Memphis with- 
in the limits of Mississippi.

Great Work in Gaelic 
Revival Boon to

Before another issue of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch is in print, the eminent 
Irish litterateur, Dr. Deugias Hyde, will 
have arrived in this country. 

Dr. Hiyde is, in every sense of 
word, a representative Lrishman. . 

Although he takes a keen interest in 
Irish political affairs, occasionally 
speaking on some quéstions of national 
moment, yet he not a politictan in 
the ordinary acceptation of that term.

in all the long range of \Iiterature 
ihere has been no more surprising and 
romantic event than the revival which 
has taken place in the national lan- 
guage of Ireland in the last dozen years, 
When the Guelic League, of which Dr. 
Siyde is president, was founded 12 years 
ago, the Irish language was practically 
banned in Ireland, and was spoken only 
by a small and unimportant number of 
the population. 

Today there are 250,000 learning it in 
the schools, colleges, academbes, and 
Gaelic League classes throughout the 
country, and out of a total population 
of a little over four millions, it ig cuon- 
servatively estimated that the number 
of speakers of Gaelic is one million, 
This number includes al! creeds and 
‘lasses. . 

The Gaelic League has no politics, and 
this is probably one of the reasons for 
its marvelous success. On its platform, 
Catholic and Protestant, Unionist, Unit- 
ed Irish Leaguer and Fenian, can and 
do meet in hearty good fellowship. Its 
watchword is Ireland for the Irish, and 
not an imitation English county. 

Closely associated with the language 
movement ts the industrial movement, 
which has made giant strides in recent 
vears. The connection between the two 
{s obvious. An Irishman in Ireland who 
speaks his mative language will be more 
apt to encourage and patronize native 
industries than one that does not speak 
it. — is entirely reasonable and nat- 
ural. 

With the support which the industrial 
movement thus receives, the employ- 
ment for the people is increased, and 
the deadly tide of emigration is to a 
certain extent checked. If the Gaelic 
League had no other reason for tits 
existence than the stimulus it gives to 
Trich indirstrial works, it would be en-

His pres- 
ent residence is at Frenchvark in Ros- 
common County, where he owns a 
beautiful mansion and a valuable. es- 
tate. 

As a boy he was attracted to the fire- 
sides of the peasantry in the long wih- 
ter nights, where he heard the songs 
and legends which tradition had handed 
down from: the days of Ossian, Fin 
McCool, Diarmid and Cuchulain. In 
those days the boy Hyde was called 
“An Croibhin Aoibhinn’’ (an Creeveen 
Beven), ‘“‘the delightful little branch,’’ 
which he has since adopted as his nom 
de plume, and by which he is affectioh- 
ately known throughout Ireland 

At a comparatively early age he was 
sent to the University of Dublin, where 
he gained high’ scholastic distinction. As 
undergraduate he gained first honors in 
German and French and first prize in 
Celtic and Italian. He also won gold 
medals in modern literature, in Celtic 
literature, in English composition, in 
history and in oratory. 

In 1887 he took the degrees of B. A., 
LL. B. and LL. D., and in that year 
left tne university with a splendid rep- 
utation. In 189] he was appointed pro- 
fessor of modern languages in the State 
(Tniversity of New Brunswick, but he 
remained there for only a brief time, 
returning to his native heath in old Ros- 
common. 

Dr. Hyde commenced his literary la- 
bors in 1589, and up to the present has 
written 40 volumes, embodying Irish 
folk-lore, stories, poems, dramas and 
histories. His first work is called ‘‘Leab- 
har Sgenluigheachta,’’ a volume of Irish 
folk tales, with notes in English, the 
first of its kind ever published. 

In the following year he published 
“Cols Na Teinecah"” (Beside The Fire), 
which was very favorably received by 
his countrymen, 

The year 1899 saw the issue of his most 
ambitious work, the “Literary History 
of Ireland.’’ It is an octavo volume of 
nearly 700 pages, In which may be tound 
genuine pictures of Pagan life in the 
British ls.es.

f O my thinking, the past week was memorable in local playgoing annals 
ig as revealing, almost by accident. the true vocation of Mr. Francis Wil- 

son, erstwhile melodious buffoon and now aspiring to high-class light 
comedy. If I am not grieviously in error, Mr. Wilson needs to put the sec- 
ond, as well as the first, of these things behind him. 

Nature has fashioned and equipped him for whimsical pathos. 

This was unquestionably the astonishing teaching of the little one-act af- 
terplece with which he takes out of our mouths the not altogether satisfying 
taste of “Cousin, Billy,’ the Clyde Fitch three-act play upon which he based his 
hopes of release from tune-timed clowning. I have already told you that the 
Fitch offering fails to carry Mr. Wilson whither his aspiring soul longs, and 
that his real new success is scored in “The Little Father of the W'ider- 
ness.” Well, it is this generally overlooked 30 minutes of whistful character 
work which stands as the authentic guide-post pointing to the right road 
for Francis Wilson: to pursue in a high regard for his future. 

Pere Marlotte is his cassocked mascot. 

Not ten minutes intervened after the actor’s appearance in this role, little, 
bent, white-haired, timid, carrying close-pressed against his black-gowned fig- 
ure the caged opossum which he was bringing from the New France to friv- 
olous Louls XV of the Old, until the Olympic first-night audience had recog- 
nized and acclaimed the Francis Wilson of the future. From that time 
until the curtain fell, the little staged priest was master of the psychological 
moment in an actor's life. His heart-tugging voice, his modestly apologetic 
Dearing in a great court, his hermit’s panic when the King approaches, his 
almost shamed hope that Louis may be aware of what he has done for the 
Faith in the |American wilds, his naive disappointment when he finds that 
doyous monarch scornfully tgnorant of the least of his lofty achievements, his 
ingenuous pride when Frontenac opened Louis’ eyes to his significance—these 
went straight to the mark with their St. Louls audiences. And by the week's 
end the ventured suspicion that Francts Wilson is fit for very excellent work 
on high lines was crystal¥zed into genuine conviction. 

That's why I say that Pere Marlotte makes the past week memorable. 





Tlere’s Where Resourcefulness Scored. 


It was a case of “Sally in Our Alley’’ with the “‘Babes in the Wood" at 
the Garrick last week. You've always known, of course, that the beautiful 
Shubert playhouse is quite a tiny temple of Thespis— and now, knowing how big 
a @mroduction is the Fisher spectacle, you’re doubtless wondering how they 
managed to handle its massive scenic effects so satisfactorily. Well, there

Army Veteran Declares What 
Is “Plenty” Is a Per- - 
sonal Equation. 





ALL MEN NOT ALIKE 





One Requires Much Where An- 
other Is Satisfied With 
Little. 


TRUE EVEN IN THE ARMY 


But Regularity Is a Great Fac- 
tor and All Men Are Im- 
proved by It. 


Mr. Edison, in his Post-Dispatch 
interview, declared that over-eat- 
ing and over-feeding had become 
the vices of the nation. He con- 
tended that five hours’ sleep is 
enough for anyone and that five 
minutes at table should be the 
limit of eating. And, as for rest, 
Mr. Edison said he found it in 
hard work. + 

Then Mr. Lawrence, who is said 
to be ‘“‘the happiest and most 
genial man in New York,”’ as well 
as a good liver of national re- 
nown, replied to Mr. Edison 
through the New York World 
and the Post-Dispatch. He de- 
clared that under-eating and 
under-sleeping were the bane of 
America, which is so busy it 

-neither eats nor: sleeps enough. 
He spoke for plenty of food to 
keep the stomach occupied and 
for sleeping until one awakes na- 
turally.

“Eating is a personal equation,”’ said 


Maj.-Gen. John F. Weston, who is in 
eommand of the United States Army 
Department of the North, after having 
been shown the opinions of Thomas 
A. Edison and Frank R. Lawrence re- 
garding eating and sleeping, as pub- 
lished in the Post-D’spatch. Gen. 
Weston, who is 6 years old and vigor- 
ous, read the opinions of both men care- 
fully and was then asked to decide be- 
tween them. 

"What would sat‘sfy Mr. Edison 
wouldn't satisfy Mr. Lawrence, so there 
vou are. One of them spends practi- 
eally all his time in the laboratory, while 
the other, no doubt, has regular exer- 
cise and plenty of it. 

“I say, ‘Give a man plenty of outdoor 
work—plenty of exercise—then give him 
plenty to eat and plenty to’sleep.’ But 
if he can’t have the work and the exer- 
cise, then let *him regulate his eating 
accordingly. 

“Tl only eat two meals a day when ] 
am at home and doing office work, but 
it was different when I was in the field. 
Then I used to eat three meals, if I 
could get them, and if I couldn't get 
three, I used to try my best to eat 
.three in two. 

“But the man who is constantly at 
his desk and most of the time is in a 

_half-recumbent position certainly ought 
not be guided by the diet of the man 
who takes plenty of what might be 
termed ‘violet’ exercise. 
AN ARMY OBSERVATION. 

“All my experience, of course, has 
heen with men who are more or less in 
the open air and who take their exer. 
cise as regularly as they do their meals 
—and who sleep with the same degree 
of regularity. But it is a noticeable fact 
that men who are in the field eat much 
more than when they are in barracks— 
if they ca nget it. Anw if they can't get 
it, they draw on what they have had. 

“The full ration of an American sol- 
dier is four pounds of food a day. The 
emergency ration is 16 ounces. When 
the soldier can't get the full ration he 
will live on the emergency ration. but 
that is because he has been well fed 
before. He has a store of strength, he 
has saved his strength just as you 
might Save money in the bank, and he 
draws on that stored strength in time 
of emergency just as you would draw 
‘on your money, But he couldn’t con- 
tinue to subsist on the emergency ra- 
tion unless he were given less work— 
less exercise. He would draw his sav- 

_ ings out finally, don’t you see, and then 
the shortage of rations would begin to 
tell. 

“On the contrary, put the same man 
in the field and give him the full ra- 
tion and he will eat every bit of it. 
Again, put him in camp or in the bar- 
racks, even when he is given plenty of 

, exercise, although nut as much as when 
he is in the field, and he will make a 
saving in his rations. He will eat, per- 
haps, @ little over three pounds a day. 

“There comes in the personal equa- 
tion again, however. A fy!l ration is 
werved at all times when it is obtain- 
able, but one man will eat the entire 
ration while another will eat only part 
of his. It depends, first, on the man, 
Second, on the conditions under which 

“he works. 

MEN ESSENTIALLY DIFFERENT. 
. But good men will differ in the amount 
they eat under similar conditions, They 
certainly woujd differ much more if one 
of them were doing office work con- 
‘stantly and the other were having plen- 
ty of exercise, 
“As I said, I eat twice a day when I 
am _ doing office work—but I wouldn't 
Tecommend that course to any one else, 
even under like conditions 
“Work ts food to Mr. Edison in itself. 
His whole life is in his work; it is meat 

i drink to him. Few men are so con- 


can't make an analogy bet ween 
yn and a body of men any 
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and business men. But my observation 
is that they do eat too much, and that 
they do not take enough exercise. 
Further than that, they don’t pay any 
attention to what they do eat until they 
reach such a stage in life that they 
begin to feel.the ill effects of over-eat- 
ing and under-exercise. 

LESSON FROM RESULTS. 


‘That a man will respond to 
remedy, ‘Plenty of exercise, plenty 
eat and plenty of sleep,’ is shown by 
our recruits in the regular army. We 
try to make up the army ration of about 
the same food that men eat before Fey 
come to us. In other words, meat, 
bread, .vegetables, sugar and coffee con- 
stitute the basis of our ration, That is 
just what the American recruit has been 
used to, more than likely, before he 
joined the army. But we give him plen- 
ty of it, we exercise him and_ send 
him to bed regularly. He immediately 
begins to gain strength and endurance. 
It may be because he did not have 
enough food before he enlisted, or it 
may be because he did not have enougn 
exercise. At any rate, the combination 
of the two, mixed with pienty of sleep, 
has its effect. Regularity; that’s a 
great thing.’’ 
“How about 
General?”’ 
“He will eat all he can get,’’ replied 
Gen. Weston. 
“But regularity, General? It is said

that an Indian will gorge himself today 
and starve for three or four’——_ 
‘“‘My experience with the American In- 
dian was in the field and not on the 
reservation,’ interrupted Gen. Weston. 
“Gen. Custer tried hard to keep the 
Indian moving so he couldn't eat any- 
thing at all, and opportunities to ob- 
serve him from a scientific standpoint 
were limited. But I understand § tnat 
even the Indian has responded to res- 
ervation feeding where he could, be in- 
duced to obey regulations. 

LESSON IN REGULARITY. 
“I know that the Philippine Scouts 
who came to our army grew stronger 
rapidly even on half rations and didn’t 
want to go back to their old style of 
living. Our soldiers about eight 
hours of sleep, and 1 can agree with 
Mr. Lawrence in saying that men 
should have plenty of sleep. I would 
even go so far as to say ‘Sleep until 
you Pake of your own accord if pos- 
sible” Men draw on their stored sup- 
ply of sleep just as they do on the 
strength acquired by having plenty to 
edt. They can go longer without sleep 
when it is necessary than they could 
had they not slept when the opportun- 
ity was offered them. 


get 


sleep where others are unable to, and 
the amount of sleep, like the amount 
of food, should depend upon the amount 
ef exercise or the character of a man's 
work. The personal equation is shown, 
too, in the kind of fovd. Our ration in 
the army, as I have explained, is made 
up chiefly of bread, meat, vegetables, 
su and coffee. It costs aboui 18 
cents a day per ration of four pounds, 
and, in the field, men will eat all of this 
ration if it can be gotten to them and 
will then lie down and sleep like logs 
if no enemy is in the vicinity. 
“Probably neither Mr. Edison nor 
Mr. Lawrence would select or require 
the same quality and quantity, although 
finder like conditions they might grow 
strong and hardy on these rations. The 
man who is well fed. takes plenty of 
exercise and gets the particular amount 
of sleep that may be required by him 
not only builds up his physical strength, 
to be drawn upon in the future, but he 
ia better prepared for emergencies of 
all kinds. He has his temper under 
better control and is not as susceptible 
to irritation. 

REGULAR SOLDIER’S CASE. 
“Our regular soldier, for instance, is a 
man who can stand almost any sort 
of inconvonience—even the inconveni- 
ence or waving his ration cut down—if 
he knows it is necessary. If he realizes 
that his officers are suffering the same 
deprivations, he goes cheerfully along, 
drawing,on his store of energy. It is 
only when he is unnecessarily deprived 
of privileges or accommodations that 
he grumbles, and, if he were poorly fed, 
he would grumble a great deal more at 
such times than he does under present 
conditions. Soldvers of other countries 
less than ours, and that is 
because they have been used to less 
before they entered the army. But if 
we had those soldiers we wouldn't con- 
tinue them on the die& they had been 
used to. We would immediately begin 
to give them our ration and would,ex- 
ect their strength and general capacity 
© increase with the increase in the 
uantity and quality of their bill of 
are. 

“I am told that our soldiers were the 
best-fed men of all the armies of China, 
and that, in fact, our private soldiers 
lived better than did the officers of 
some other countries. Their records 
were in accordance; our men lived best 
and did the best work. 

“And European soldiers who, by one 
chance or another, have come under 
our regulations of plenty of exercise, 
plenty to eat and plenty of sleep, have 
responded to it."

Franklin MacVeagh Says the 
Movement in Present Form 
Is Jack-o’-Lantern.

DARROW, Mayor 

f Dunne’s expert in traction litiga- 

tion, has resigned. The reason 

for his action is that he and the Mayor 

differ fundamentally as to the tactics 

to be pursued in advancing municipal 
ownership plans. 

The Mayor wants to keep on pounding 
at the City Council, as fast as it votes 
down one scheme presenting another. 
Mr. Darrow thinks this has gone about 
far enough. His idea is to leave the 
Council alone and make an appeal to 
the voters next spring. In his letter of 
resignation, he says: 

“It is now perfectly plain that no 
steps can be taken toward municipal 
ownership until after the spring elec- 
tion, when the whole question, together 
with the election of half of the City 
Council, must be submitted to the peo- 
pie.” 

Frankiin McVeagh comments thue on 
Mayor Dunn end municipal ownership: 

‘The doctrine of immediate municipal 
ownership is a mere jack-o-lantern, a 
will-o-the-wisp{ to amuse Mayor Dunne 
‘and his followers. The only feasible so- 
lution of the traction problem is that of 
the intelligent control of the city of 
the private railway systems. 


Teo Much of An Idealist. 

“f believe that the least one says 
about immediate municipal ownership 
the wiser he appears. Mayor Dunne 
ought to have remained on the bench, 
for he ts an amiable, estimable man. 
Ife is too much of an idealist to be a 
snuecessful Mayer in this day of Chicago 
life. He made a mistake when he left 
the bench for his present. pasition. 

“Mayor Dunne had a Scotch expert to 
solye the problem of municipal owner- 
ship. 

“But his solution was not acceptable 
to the Mayor. He said muolcipal own- 
ervhip could not be established with suc- 
cess because of our political conditions. 
The city should have the power to own 
the ruilways In the streets, but I belfeve 
great care should he exercised in put- 
iing into effect that power. Chicago is 
‘behind the whole world in street car 

“service and I don't wonder that people 
Tse up against it. 

» “But the remedy that the immediate 
‘Ownership people propose is not prac- 
tical. It is not feasible, and it is not 
possible to nake it a success. Municipal 
ownership in this city at this time is im- 
" possible. I can't imagine how the city 


/®overnment could run the traction sys- 
tem with success. It has not sense of 
“business proportions. It is nothing but 
*a@ political machine. 


. Politics the Difficulty. 


~ “Tie difficulty at present in the city 
‘Rovernivent is that of politics, The 
‘Spciis system is a poison. It goes di- 
‘Peet at the executives of the municipal 
“S0vernment and kills their power. It 
‘sontruls our poljtics in our city adminis- 
‘tration. Before we can solve the trac- 
tion problem we must get rid of politics. 
» “Were municipal ownership feasible, 
_ft_still) would be undesirable. There are 
“two kinds of municipal ownersnip, the 


one based on business principles, as in 
‘England and Scotland, and the one based 
fon socialistic and political theory, as in 
“this country. 
* “The socialistic propaganda is the 
“worst form of personal tyranny ever 
conceived, and the municipal ownership 
proposition in this city is a step toward 
that evcialism.

The other plan involved the issuance 
of Mueller law certificates, a lien‘ upon 
the franchises and improvements au- 
thorized by the Legislature and having 
the validity thereof passed upon by the 
Supreme Court. This would entail a 
delay of over one year. He recommend- 
ed to the Council that they take up 
either one of these two plans and pro- 
ceed with the realization of municipal 
ownership. 

The Council has defeated every effort 
on his part tu get either plan adopted, 
the vote being 47 to 21. The Council has 
a mig meget blocked every attempt on 
iis part to bring about municipal own- 
ership, although he has sent three dif- 
ferent messages to the body, insisting 
that the will of the people as declared 
in three different elections should be 
obeyed. He Is struggling against not 
only a hostile Council, but also against 
a hostile press, all of the papers of the 
city expect the Heart papers being op- 
posed to his program. 


HAS ABOLISHED GRAFT. 


He has appointed the most efficient. 
Chief of Police and the most efficient 


Commissioner of Public Works that 
have held offices for many years. He 
has totally abolished graft from his ad- 
ministration. He has closed up the 
gambling houses and the tough resorts 
ot the city. He has been compelling 
private citizens to pay for the use of 
public property under sidewalks, a thing 
that has never been accomplished in 
this city previous to his administration. 
Poolrooms, policy and bookmaking have 
been absolutely suppressed. 

“He iv preparing at the next spring 
election to drive from the City Council 
such members as have been defiant to 
the will of the people in the way of mu- 
nicipalization of the street car systems, 
as directed in the last general election 
by 26,000 plurality. 

Dunne Not Discouraged. 


“Nothing can discourage me. I am 
still an absoiute and ardent believer in 
the policy of municipal ownership of 
public utilities,"’ said Mayor Dunne to 
the Post-Dispatch today. 

The Mayor feels aggrieved at the re- 
port that he its even considering an 
abandonment of his public ownership 
ideas, 

He was particularly indignant over an 
article to this effect which appeared in 
a recent number of an Eastern magea- 
zine. 

Several Chicago newspaper 
tatives were assembled before him 
the time. _ 

“IT would like to know how such a 
report originated,’’ said the Mayor. 

*“Everybody—at home at least—should 
know my position. The people have my 
pledge that I shal! do all in my power 
to bring the public service corporations 
under the domination of the city of Chi- 
cage.” 

Mayor Dunne was elected on this plat- 
form. His Republican opponent did not 
disavow a similar policy, but’ held the 
time was not ripe for its consummation. 
Mayor Dunne insisted that the city 
should take over its street railway cor- 
porations without delay and commence 
the practical working of municipal 
ownership by building street car lines to

had already cxpired. 

In an interview with the writer a 
week after his election—now_ eight 
months ago—Mayor Dunne told how he 
intended to put his plans into definite 
exectulou. 


A Great Disappoint ment. 


He said then that, at the next elec- 
tion—that would have been last Tues- 
day—matters would be in such shape 
that the people could ratify the final 
arrangements preparatory to turning a 
private monopoly of $117,000,000 value in- 
to a public asset. It would merely rest 
with the people to say whether they 
were wiHing to go on with the plans 
proposed by the municipal ownership 
advocates. 

But things never got this far. 

The November election has passed 
and no municipal ownership scheme was 
submitted to the voters. a 
Instead a Democratic majority of 75,- 
000 on which Mayor Dunne was swept 
into power has been wiped out, the Re- 
publicans carrying the city Tuesday by 
pluralities averaging 20,000. 

Mayor Dunne apperciaies the respon- 
sibility entailed on his admimstration by 
the problem of municipal ownership. 
He knows that the citizens of Chicago 
and the entire country as well look to 
him for its becoming a reality instead 
of a mere idle dream or theory. Bui, 
in spite of everything that he thought 
could be done and should be done, the 
Mayor has encountered one failure after 
another. 

A majority of the Municipal Assembly 
are De ‘rats. They were elected on 
the Durine municipal. ownership plat- 
form. -But they have left the Mayor's 
reservation and are now threatening to 
extend the franchises of the street rail- 
way oompanies.20 years. 

ayor Dunne says a majority of the 
Councll have been “false to the people, 
false to their campaign pledges and 
false to themselves. 


“Stalwart Sixteen” Unyielding. 
Sixteen out of thirty-two Demo- 


cratic aldermen -have refusd to ap- 


prove Mayor Dunne’s plans for bring- 
ing about municipal ownership of the 
Chicago street railway system. 
These sixteen the Mayor has tried 
to budge by arguments, by threats, by 
every influence at the command of his 
administration. The obstreperous al- 
dermen say: 
“Dunne’s scheme won't do. It isn’t 
practical enough.” 
. Plerpont Morgan owns a large 
block of Chicago street railroad stock. 
Morgan is generally credited with 
spiking the guns of the Dunne admin- 
istration. 
Friends of the Mayor say the Mor- 
an influence is the present stumbling 
Slook irffhe way of municipal ownership 
for the second city of America. 
Mr. Morgan and other stockholders 
in the Chicago Street Railway Co, at- 
tended the Horse Show held here re- 
cently. They were feted for two days. 
What they might have sald or done 
while they were here is not recorded. 
But since Morgan went away the 
Council, or at least a majority of the 
members, has decided the street rall- 
ways should enjoy further franchixes 
and that yor Dunne's “hobby”’—

“The superiority of this plan over the

City Council; it precluded excessive 
pronts by making the company and its 


directors trustees of all profits over 5 
per cent for the city and it obviated the 
necessity for delay in rehabilitation 
while referendums were taken and the 
validity of the street railway certificates 
was tested in the courts.

THE HAGUE, Nov. 1L.—Friends of 
queen Wilhelmina Say she has taken to 
geart of late the grave question raised 
oy the absence of an heir to the throne, 
and has often been heard to exciaim in 
pitiful accents, “If I die, what will 
happen to the country?” 

She is inclined to buttre8s the pro- 
posal already made by politicians to 
modify the constitution in order that 
Congress may have power to override 
the normal law of succession in the 
event of there being no direct heir to 
the throne. 

The heir presumptive, the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, would have to 
resign his own duchy to accept the 
throne of Holland, and this he would 
refuse to do, being a quiet man, shrink- 
ing from state entanglements and trou- 
ble. He, failing, the heir is Princess 
Marie of Saxe-Weimar, wife of Prince 
Henry VII of Reuss, who is highly un- 
popular and who is thought to be capa- 
ble of practically selling Holland to the 
Kaiser. 

It is remarked that the jingo German 
National Zeitung re-enitly inaugurated 
a campaign in favor of the Germaniza- 
tion of Holland, one of the steps being 
for the Prince of Reuss to open a resl- 
dence there and angle for popularity.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The Evening 
Post, in its Wall street review of the 
markets today, says: 

Very few people had looked for so 
weak a bank statement as Was pre- 
sented today. General belief, in the 
hour before the figures were made pub- 
lic, was that while cash holdings nec- 
essarily would be much reduced, the cut 
in loan and liabilities would so far off- 
set that loss as to preserve the surplus 
reserve intact. 

This expectation comes to naught; the 
first figure on the tape, as the ticker 
spelled out the bank return, showed 
that reserves, for the first time since 
November, 1902, were below the 25 per 
cent limit. The deficiency reported to- 
day was $2,428,000, which is the largest 
shortage of the kind reported since the 
second week of November, 1899. 

This extremely bad showing is brought 
about, first, by a much larger loss in 
cash than seems to be warranted by 
yesterday's forecasts—the statement 
showing $10,898,000 outgo, as against the 
$8,000,000 estimate—second, by the fact 
that loan reduction is smaller than had 
generally been anticipated. 

The showing of cash is .almost as 
puzzling as were some of the unwar- 
rantably good showings in the same di- 
rection four or five weeks ago; the loan 
figures probably indicate that the 
“shifting’’ process has been difficult. 


London Takes Loans, 


That London has taken some biocks 
of loans out of Wall Street’s hands, 
the % per cent fall in sterling ex- 
change, this week seems to improves 
But in so far as this foreign relief 
was genuinely effective, it should au- 
tomatically have reduced the loan ac- 


count and such reduction as has oc- 
curred through the week's stock ex- 
change liquidation would be added to 
it. When, with these two causes 
operating, loans are cut down less 
than $14,000,000 for the week, it can 
hardly be said that the remedy for 
our unfortunate situation has gone 
far enough. The stock jobbing 
“pools” must be‘forced to relax still 
further their grip on other people’s 
capital. _— 

Although no guch bank statement 
was expected by): Wall Street as a 
Whole the coursge® of the early stock 
market today seémed to foreshadow 
precisely such’ “expectation. Before 
the figures were given out, a number 
of active stocks--among them St. 
Paul, Metropolitan, Union Pacific, 
Reading and Brooklyn Rapid-Tran- 
sit—had declined a ;oint or more. 
There was a pause just before the 
hank statement apepared, with a mod- 
erate recovery; then, as the sienifi- 
cance Of the return grew manifest, 
prices declined again under larga 
transactions. 

The break of the closing hour was 
not, however, exceptionally violent: 
few stocks fell more than one point 
further, and they recovered rather 
freely before the end. The close was 
extremely unsettled. 

Conspicuous among the weak stocks 
of the duy were Metropo'itan Street 
Railway, which fell 8% points from 
its edrly higher price, and Reading 
which lost 4. Foreign exchange

Grain Sluggish and Heavy. 


As a rule all grain markets were 
sluggish and heavy, but more espec- 
lally early in the session. Afterwards 
the demand for wheat became more 
spirited, and all the loss was soon 
recovered, but corn held down close 
to the bottom. The initial depression 


in wheat was ascribed mainly to free 
selling, prompted partly by discourag- 
ing cables and abundant primary re. 
ceipts. The weakness in corn’ was 
chargeable partly to lower cables ang

With the marked Improvement in the 
Russian political outlook the prospec‘s 
of the American export ‘trade seem 
somewhat less assured; still, experience} 
observers consider the outlook on the 
whole very good, contending Russia ha-.

to offer, while other exporting coun- 
tries have only light surpluses, so that 
there is excellent reason to believe that

It must be remembered, however, at 
this juncture that the time ts fast ap. 
proaching when new Argentine wheat 
will come into sharp competition, while 
the domestic market is experiencing re. 
peated sharp breaks with erratic fluc- 
tuations, indicating unloading opera- 
tions by certain large Western holders 
especially Armour. .The turn for the 
better in Russian affairs makes such 
a course on their part at least prob- 
able.

IS RATE ARTIFICIAL? 





Bankers May Have Adopted 
This Means to Check Pool 
Operations.

Money remains the dominating : influ- 
ence in all security markets, and the 
developments of the week have only 


added to the uncertainty of this im- 
portant phase of the situation. 

in spite of all the recent assurances 
of the banking fraternity that an ex- 
Orbitant interest rate would not pre- 
vail, cail money on Wali street reacned 
the high figure of 15 per cent in tne iat- 
ter purt of the week and precipitated 
a severe liquidating movement in the 
Stock market. 

fne induect causes of the present 
money tightness are many, but the di- 
rect cause is the general prosperity ot 
the country and the extension of credits 
on all sides caused by this prosperity. 

Active specuation in real estate is’ at 
the present time drawing more heavily 
On the resources of the Western and 
Southwestern banks than ever before 
ina the history of the country. 

fhe demands from the crop sections 
Owing to the enormous size of the crop 
are the heaviest noted in years. 

New industrial enterprises, owing to 
the present prosperity, are requ ring 
more tunds than ordinarily. And in 
the face of ali these requirements bull 
speculation has been carried on promis- 
cuously. 

Suddenly the supply of funds becomes 
inadeyuate for the general requirements 
and a 15-per-cent money rate is the 
result. 

That the situation from the stock 
market standpoint is a delicate one, 
there is nu question for a heavy supply 
of cotton and grain bills and a return 
flow of currency to New York which 
would have a tendency to relieve. the 
Situation can hardly be expected be- 
fore the léith of December, and during 
the Interval there is apparently no re- 
lief in sight. 

There is, however, one source of sud- 
den and permanent relief, and that is 
through the Secretary of the Treasury. 

There is absoluteiy no question but 
that great pressure will be brought to 
bear on this official to deposit Govern- 
ment funds in the national banks to the 
extent of $25,000,000 or $50,000,000 if the 
monetary stringency becomes exceed- 
ingly acute. 

uring the week when money 
touched 15 per cent Secretary Shaw, 
who was in New York, was quoted as 
Stating that he did not intend to come 
to the rellef of the money market and 
heavy selling followed this report. 

One who has, followed closely, how- 
ever, the policy of the Secretary in the

The recent utterances of the

The Russian situation, should an ac- 
tuai revolution develop, would be fo- 
lowed by untvld losses to Russian se- 
curity holders. And through the for- 
eign bourses the sentimental effect on 
Wall street would naturally be adverse. 
A panic in Russian securities in Paris 
or Berlin wou.d be felt seriously in aul 
the murkets of the world. 

To sum up then. The market situa- 
ition is a delicate one. The underlyin 
conditions are undoubtedly sound. An 
these are offset by adverse surface con- 
ditions that may or may not be shortly 
removed.

MAY BE MANSLAUGHTER 





Ferocious Fight Conducted Ac- 
cording to the London 
Prize Rules. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11—Secretary 
Bonaparte today, by the direction of 
the President, ordered Midshipman Min- 
or Meriwether before a court martial 
to be trietd on a probable charge of 
manslaughter for his participation in 
the ring fight with Midshipman James 
R. Branch Jr. as the result of which 
Branea died. The findings of the court 
of inquiry convened ai the academy -is 


as follows: 
“The board, from a view of the body 


and from evidence before it, is of the 
that Midshipman James Rk, 
Branch Jr. died from the effects of in- 
juries received in a fist fight with Mid- 
gshipman Minor Meriwether, and this 
was not occasioned by any act of duty 
in which he was engaged.”’ 

There were several courses open to 
the department. ne is to expel 
Branch’s antagonist, Meriwether, and 
all the midshipmen who participated in 
the affair as referee, timekeeper and 
seconds. Such action nag J not be taken 
until: a court of inquiry is held. Naval 
officers at the academy may be called 
on. to answer before a court martial for 
not putting a stop to these fights. The 
department holds that they must have 
had some knowledge of them, 

Meriwether and. Branch entered the 
academy the same year, but Meri- 
wether was turned back in his studies 
because of: failure, ill-feeling develop- 
ing between the two young men. No 
one is able to tell the cause. As Cadet 
officer it was the duty of Branch to 
inspect the quarters of the midship- 
men of the second class. On.one of 
these tours he entered the room oe- 
cupied by .Meriwether and discovered 
a suit of civilian att’re in the laundry 
bag owned by Meriwether. Branch 
reported this to the authorities of the 
Academy and Meriwether received 
fifty demerits. It is against the rules 
for a midshipman to have civilian at- 
tire in his possession,

“wfter Meriwether received the fifty 
demerits he called Branch a “sneak” 
and.a ‘coward,’ both of which are 
‘“fighting’’ words at the Academy, ac- 
cording to the code of henor which 
prevails among the midshipmen. 
Branch and Meriwether reported the 
incident to their respective ciasses, 
and Branch was directed by his class- 
men to challenge Meriwether to fight. 
Meriwether, ter his class had con- 
sidered the matter, was direct to 
accept the challenge.

STAR WITNESS DRUGGED 








Despite Efforts to Thwart In- 
vestigation Young Student 
May Yet Be Avenged. 


The grand jury tomorrow will resume 
its investigation of the Scheel murder 
mystery. Circuit Attorney Sager an- 
nounees that more indictments will fol- 
low the one reported yesterday, in which 
William, alias ‘‘Red’’ Giebe is charged 
with murder in the first degree. Par- 
tial reports will be made from time to 
time as the indictments are voted. 

In order to obtain evidence in this 
case the Circuit Attorney has had to 
employ private detectives. He is high- 
ly elated at the finding of yesterday’3 
indictment, despite the numerous ob- 


stacles that were placed in his way. 

Mr. Sager state to the Post-Dis- 
patch that the Giebe indictment is only 
the opening wedge in the final] solution 
ef the Scheel murder, which had been 
a mystery for over a year. 

William A. Moody of 2136 Oregon ave- 
nue, star witness before the grand jury 
fn the investigation which resulted in an 
indictment yesterday against William 
Giebe, known as the ‘“‘mysterious red- 
haired man,” charging him with the 
murder. of Fred E. Scheel, in a Repub- 
liecan primary affray, Sept. 19, 194, is 
sald to have been the victim of assault, 
rubbery and abduction by those inter- 
ested in shielding the gang of ‘‘Indians. 

Moody, admitting that he was 4s- 
saulted, put in a box car and sent out 
of St. Louis, refuses to say whether he 
considers this a direct result of the fact 
thet he was able to give important testi- 
mony in the Scheel case. 

“Were you told by anyone to remain 
silent®’’ Moody was asked yesterday by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“I am not at liberty even to answer 
that,’ was the reply. 

“Do you think it best for your personal 
safety to refuse to talk?" 

“I have nothing to say. 

“Was your testimony chifly respon- 
sible for the indictment of Giebe? 

“IT can’t say anything about that. The 
matter is in the hands of the Circult At- 
torney now, and I have no right to make 
any statement except before a jury. 

Scheel was a resident of Bellevi.ie, and 
was shot tu death at the entrance to 
St. Louis Law School, where he was a 
student.

President Stewart Declares 
Blue-Coat Witnesses Found 
Guilty Must Go. 


' Acting on a report from the Board of 
Police Commissioners’. that the board 
believes that perjured testimony was in- 
troduced before it at the hearing of..the. 
charges of brutality against: Policemen: 
Coleman and Dineen, who were 4dis-: 
missed from the force at Friday's meet-. 
ing after being found guilty of charges. 
preferred against them by William Alt- 
herr, proprietor of a dog and pony show, 
the grand jury will ‘begin an investi- 
gation of the case tomorrow. ’ 

If it is found that ‘“‘doctored’”’ evidence 
was given and indictments will be .re- 
turned against those who swore falsely. | 
This is the beginning ef a vigorous 
campaign to prevent perjury at police 
board trials. 
President A. C. Stewart of the Board 
said yesterday: 

“Members of the pol’ce force and 
private citizens must be made t@ under- 
stand that there is as much ’ dignity 
and majesty of the law in the Board 
of Police Commissioners as in any of 


the trial courts. ~ 
“A hearing before the board is no 
farce. The rules of procedure whch 
govern our trials do not g.ve us the 
game power as that of a judicial body 
and we are not always abie to deter- 
mine the. credibility of the witnesses 
who appear before us. Al) that we can 
do -is to decide each case on the evi- 
dence which is presented to us. Then 
f we suspect that perjury has entered 
into the case we can ask the grand 
jury to make an investigation. 

Grand Jury Only Resort. 
“If that body finds that any member 
of the force has given false testimony 
or that he has been shielded by false 
testimony given by a. citizen he will 
be suspended as soon as an indictment 
‘s returned and he will be di:m.ssed 
from the force upon conyiction. ‘Tie 
grand jury is the only ee the 
board has in cases like this. 

“Detective George Wililams and Spe- 
cial Officer Richard Durney, who were 
indicted today for assaulting John D. 
Killian were exonerated by the board. 
That merely means that we acted on 
the testimony which was brought for- 
ward before us in behalf of the officers. 
The indicted men will be suspended as 
soon as notice of their indictment is 
served upon them, 

‘The reason for this is that the de- 
partment frequently relies on its men 
as witnesses, and we would nat want 
to put one of our. men on the stand 
while there was an indictment against 
him. So far as the hearing of the. 
charges a reconcerned our skirts are, 
lean. The indictment of four of the 
women who testified in their behalf is 
no impeachment of the board. We are 
glad the grand jury took the matter up. 

Eixoneration of the Board. 

“The dismissal of Coleman and Dineen 
from the force ought to show the people 
of St. Louls that the board is anxious 
to rid the department of brutal poiice- 
men. If in addition to checking bru- 
tality, we can also prevent the intro- 
duction of perjured testimony at board 
hearings we will eonsider that we have 
worked a great reform.”’

Often the victims are persons who, | 
under ordinary conditions, are perfectly 
Realthy in mind and have no thought of 
suicide. Something comes up to disturb 
their equanimity, the mind begins to 
brood over it until ft finally becomes Ir- 
reparably impaired on the subj.ct of 
death. Then a rainy day, a cloudy aky 
may hurry on the diseased symptoms of 
the brain and the climax is self-dustruce 
tion. 

As to the Cleveland commission, I 
cannot see how it wil lact as a prevent- 
ive of the evil, if such we chogse to cull 
it. On the contrary, I. belfeve that or- 
ganization is caiculated to do more 
harm than good. 

Suicide frequently is the outcome of 
suggestion. A wave of suicidal mania 
is apt to add to the number of sui-| 
cides.

President Tells Visitors He 


Favors Preserving Falls. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—President 
Roosevelt placed himself on record to- 
day strongly in favor of the preserva- 
iion intact of the wonders of Niagara 
Falls. 

To visitors who called to urge the 
President to use his influence through 
the combined action of the American 
and Canadian Governments, for the 
preservation of the Niagara Falls and 
io prevent the diversion of their wa- 
ters to commercial and industrial uses, 
the President said he regarded it as a 
great national duty to do all that migh: 
be in his power to preserve Niagara 
Falls, and that in his message to Con- 
gress he would recommend action along 
that line with, all the force of which 
he was capable.

The settler in the valleys of 
the Rocky Mountain fears the mountain lion only at 
night, and sheep, calves and colts securely corralled 
in the evening are ordinarily safe. So it is with 
the farmer of the Mississippi Valley whose poultry 
is sought by foxes, for the mountain lion and 
the fox are of that class of predatory creatures 
which forages only under cover of night. 

But the coyote works a night and day shift, as 
everyone in the Southwest. has reason to know. 
More than one farmer has seen a coyote flash up 














Hiigh-Salarted Chefs of Kings. 


HE rulers of Europe have most varied and in- 
teresting tastes in the matter of food, and 
it does not in the least follow or happen that 

because of their high estate they like nothing ex- 
cept what is most costly and luxurious. The two 
favorite dishes of the King of Norway, for example, 
are cold beef and pickles for one, and herrings and 
tomatoes for the other. 


One of the oddest facts that we have to relate 
is that the King of Greece, who is the brother of 
‘Jueen Alexandra and who has no connection what- 
ever with Italy, where the macaroni comes from, is 
nevertheless so passionately fond of that Italian 
article of diet that, in one form or another, he bas 
it, served on his table at almost every meal. Mcre 
than this, he keeps a special and highly paid cook in 
his service to do nothing except, prepare this maca- 
roni for him. The macaroni chef is an Italian and 
an expert, and besides preparing the dish in in- 
numerable ways, he buiids it up into a variety of 
most extraordinary shapes for the table. King 
George is very proud of. him. 

‘The most highly paid cook in the service of any 
foreign potentate is Herr Perski, who draws the 
Austrian equivalent of nearly $12,250 a year from 
the Emperor Franz Josef of Austria. He came into 
this magnificent situation simply because of the de- 
lightful and tasty manner in which he prepared a 
hboar’s head for the table of Count Rheingaum, in 
whose service he was, one evening when the Emperor 
was present. His Majesty was delighted, and said 
that such a chef was “glorious, incomparable,” de- 
claring he would give any money for such a servant. 
The next day the Count had a large packing ease 
specially prepared, and, inducing the chef to allow 
himself to be fastened inside it, sent him to the 
Emperor as a present, Franz Josef was delighted. 
He at once informed the cook that whatever salary 
he had hitherto been receiving should be doubled, and 
seut him immediately to take charge of his kitchen. 

Among the special culinary assistants of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm is a gentleman whose sole func- 
tion is to make big sausages for the tablerof His 
Gorman Majesty. These sausages are of the huge 
white Frankfurter variety, of which the Kimperor 
is very fond, He insists on having a fresh supply 
made every day in his own kitchens, and. whenever 
he goes out for a day's shooting, or anything of 





that kind, one of these sausages with bread and | 


lager beer constitutes his favorite lunch. 

But it must not be inferred that His Majesty is 
in the least bigotedly German in the matter of 
diet; in fact, he is one of the broadest minded of 
all monarchs in this respect. Besides his German 
chef he keeps English, French and Italian cooks, 
and they are amongst the most skillful of their 
respective nationalities. The English chef is named |

Highlands and in the Basque Provinces of Europe, 
though the corruption of the tongue in none of those 
countries is sufficient to prevent conversation ‘be- 
tween a native Gaelic speaker of Ireland and a 
Manxman, Welshman, Highlander or a man from the 
Bay of Biscay. The dissimilarity is much the same 
as that which obtains among the different dialects 
of the German tongue. 

The fact that an Irishman, Manxman, Welshman, 
Highlander and Basque all do speak the same tongue 
(the Celtic) in as many different dialects has puzzled 
students not a little, though they have all agreed 
upon the main fact, that it is the same language. ‘lhe 
case of the Basque people of France and Spain is 
especially puzzling, for the origin of this people is 
unknown. 

Some surprising instances have occurred in which 
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different dialects of the Celtic tongue have been 


proven almost exactly alike after short association. 


For instance, some time ago, a number of teachers 
of the native tongue in Brittany left their country 
and went to the Isle of Man. It was supposed that 
the language of the Basque was so far estranged 
from that of the Manxman that the analogy would 
be slow to develop; but the people of Brittany had 
not been among the Manxmen more than a few days 
until contact polished off the edges of difference and 
left them all speaking virtually the same tongue. 

There are many towns and villages in Canada and 
Newfoundland today*where Celtic alone is spoken. 
Newspapers and magazines in Gaelic are also numer- 
ous. : 

In establishing the relationship between the dif.

ferent dialects. of the original Celtic, the scholars 
point out that the language has not changed more 
in eight of ten centuries than most tongues have 


changed in that time. For instance, English today 
is not what it was in Chaucer’s time, though the 
difference is not quite that which distinguishes the 
Gaelic tongue of this time from the Gaelic of that 
remote age to which the students are continually 
going back and in which they are developing a great 
deal that must have been lost to the arts had not the 
revival in Gaelic set in. 

The British Government has appropriated money 
for this work, and, though the usual appropriation 
was diverted this year, it will doubtless continue to 
give financial aid to the task of preserving and re- 
publishing the manuscripts in which are the Celtic 
dialects which illustrate the intermediary forms 
through which the language has come down from 
the parent stock to the Celtic spoken in the five 
countries where it remains a native tongue today. 
This appropriation is similar in purport and im- 
portance to the larger appropriation of $850,000 per 
annum which Parliament has made for the rehabili- 
tation of Irish arts and industries—a work of which 
St. Louis saw and learned a great deal during the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, when Sir Horace 
Plunkett was here. Sir Horace is president of the 
board which expends this fund and is himself per- 
haps the foremost authority upon the old Irish in- 
dustries of decorating, linen, rug and pottery mak- 
ing, in all of which [reland was unexcelled. Indeed, 
this is a day of rehabilitation in lreland—a renais- 
sance in which much that was good and all but lost 
is being restored to a world which highly values 
lrish arts and attaches great importance to Irish 
letters.

The proofs of this foreign appreciation of Irish 
things are almost astounding; at least they are in- 


. credible unti] one knows more of what is being gone 


in Ireland today, both by her own people and by 
aliens. For instance, when the Irish art of rugmak- 
ing was revived by the movement in which Sir 
Horace Plunkett is interested, an immediate and 
quite surprising market sprung up in England. The 
English bought the rugs eagerly, and at a value 
which the Irish had never dreamed of putting upon 


them. This condition stil] prevails, and it applies 
' 


to all Irish industrial art. 

A still more surprising proof of foreign interest 
in Irish restorations is afforded by the case of Dr. 
Kuno Meyer, perhaps the world’s greatest student 
of the Celtic tongue. Dr. Meyer is one of the emi- 
nent educators at Heidelberg and a German. But 
notwithstanding his nationality and the fact that 
there is not a drop of Celtic blood in his veins, he 
is an associate professor in the new Gaelic College 
at Dublin and is regarded as, perhaps, the most 
learned of the Celtic restorers. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde, who is coming to St. Louis, is 
a Connaught man, being from Roscommon County, 
Ireland. His ancestors went to Ireland in the Crom- 
well invasion of the seventeenth century, the first 
Hyde in Ireland having been a new Galla as differ- 
entiated from the old Galla, who was descended from 
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the Normans. The new Galla sent into Ireland by 
Cromwell was an unpopular usurper to the Irish in 


those days, and that Dr. Hyde should come to St. 


Louis today at the head of the Gaelic League, urg- 
ing the Celts to preserve the glory of their ancestry 
in art and tongue, argues something for the heal- 
ing of the old wound. : 

Dr. Hyde has been president of the Gaelic League 
since it was organized. He is a Protestant, as are 
many of those prominent in the Irish rehabilitation 
movement, in which men of all faiths work together 
for the common cause of preserving the Irish tongue 
and the arts in which the Irish peculiarly excel. 
Dr. Hyde’s father was rector of an English church 
in Roscommon County. The doctor is greatly be- 
loved by the Irish people, is one of them, has been 
one of the most effective foes of the old policy of de- 
nying the Irish people their language and ancestral 
traditions, and is the author of “The Songs of Con- 
naught,” a volume well known to those familiar 
with Irish folk lore.

About a dozen years ago Dr. Douglas Hyde, John 
MacNeill and a little handful of Gaclic enthusiasts, 
fired by love of their country’s language, resolved 
to make one big effort to save from annihilation 
the magnificent heritage which long generations 
of eloquent and poetic forefathers had handed down 
to them. They founded the Gaelic League and fought 
an uphill but steadily victorious fight for half a 
dozen years, winning to their standard young Irish 
men and women from this part of the island and 
from that. In 1898 or 1899 they found themselves 
strong, and they found the handful with which they 
had begun grown to a host of respectable dimen- 
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sions—every individual of this host an enthusiast 
and a fighter. 

So about half a dozen years azo propagandism be- 
gan in rea] earnest, stirring the country to its re- 
motest corners and arousing it. The young men and 
young women of the country in particular it sought 
for, and got hold and gathered to their standard, till 
soon the indifferent ones and the scoffers stood in 
amaze at the mighty, unlooked for progress which 
was being made. The country was beginning to re- 
alize the wealth and beauty of the heritage which 
they had been willing to look on with indifference 
and see die. The Gaelic movement was attaining 
over the hearts of the people a grip that the parlia- 
mentary movement was losing, and it was getting 
hold of the real workers and fighters of the nation. 
It was spreading like wildfire. It had begun to gath- 
er the sinews of war, and it was putting into the 
field able organizers, who were interpreting to the 
multitude the significance of the agitation.

When the Gaelic League began its work the Irish 
language was being taught in a mere handful of 
elementary schools and in no college. About a couple 
of hundred pupils were annually presented for ex- 
amination in Irish. Today it is recognized by the 
banks, by the postoffice and by the mercantile 
houses, great numbers of which must now keep clerks 
with a knowledge of the National language. The 
Gaelic League has virile branches in every quarter 
of Ireland. It has half a score of able, paid organiz- 
ers in the field, not to mention the scores of un- 
paid ones that are continually at work in one part 
of the country or the other. It has a revenue of 
thousands of pounds yearly from voluntary subscrip- 
tions, and this revenue is always increasing. It has 
its own printing company and its own publishing 
house, and it publishes scores of new books each 
year and sells annually several hundreds of thou- 
sands of these publications. A new life has been given 
to Gaelic literature, old classics have been repub- 
lished, new classics created. A band of new, hopeful, 
able writers has been called forth—poets, drama- 
tists, seannachies and historians. The Gaelic drama 
has been created and plays in Gaelic are continual- 
ly being given in all ends of the country. Gaelic 
Feiseanna for every province and for every district 
in each province take place annually, at which Feis- 
eanna many thousands of pounds are distributed in 
prizes to the best Irish scholars, Irish story tellers, 
Irish story writers, Irish singers, Irish song makers. 
Irish dramatists, Irish dancers, fiddlers, pipers, harp- 
ers, etc. 

One great annual Feis, called the Oireachtas, 1

It may not be generally known that when a new 
battleship is about to: be launched the Navy De- 
partment is inundated with requests from the mak- 
ers of various brands of champagne to be permitted 
to supply (free of cost) the wine for the ceremony, 
but in all cases the offer ig politely declined and 
the christening is performed with a .“bonum” which 
bears no label and no name. The navy of any coun- 
try has, of course, a certain dignity to keep up, 
and this would be impossible did t they permit the 
baptizing of their war vessels to become a kind of 
advertising medium for enterprising wine merchants. 

It has been stated by those who ought to know 
that on more than one occasion dealers in cham- 
pagne have offered the British Admiralty anything 
from $500 to $5000 for permission to supply a par- 
ticular brand and allow that fact to be mentioned

Both British and foreign admiralties, 
lin fact, possess small cellars of champagne whieh

The case of the “lost” engineer is this: 

At 1 o'clock on the afternoon of Oct. 24, extra 
freight train No. 798 pulled out of the Frisco yards 
at St. Louis, westbound. Engineer Frank T. Mey» 
ers, who had never had a wreck in five years of 
continuous service as an engineer, was in the cab 
of the big mogul which hauled the long and heav- 
ily loaded train. It was a dark, rainy afternoon 
and the engine headlight was lighted before the 
train left 8t. Louis. At 6 o’clock in the evening, in 
utter darkness and rain, the train approached St. 

Clair, Mo., 52~miles from St. Louis. 

; Meyers had orders to pass an eastbound freight 
et St. Clair. He had done this a great many times, 
fm all sorts of weather and lights, and he knew 
‘every foot of the track as only an engineer can. 
- At the proper time he whistled for the stop. He 

talked to his brakeman and fireman about getting 
‘im and out of the place, saw the switch light gleam- 
Ing ahead, and held his train in hand. He was as 
certain that she would stop at that switch as a man 
could be. He knew that to run beyond it would 
throw his train around a sharp curve and into a 
eollision with the eastbound freight, if the other 
train were on time. 

_ And, astounding to say, that was just what hap- 
pened. Meyers did not stop his train. It gal- 
loped by the «witch, met the eastbound train head- 
on, and killed Meyers’ fireman and brakeman. He 
saved his own life by springing headlong through 
the open window of his cab. 

What was the matter? 

_ The railroader will say that Meyers was “lost.” 
‘The layman will try to explain it by saying he 
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e forgot. The psychist, perhaps, will have it that 


_ Meyers for the moment lost his center of equilib- 
. & The division superintendent called upon Meyers

Getting “lost” is an affection peculiar to men 
upon whom great responsibility devolves in psycho- 
logical moments. It is well defined in all transpor- 
tation. Ali that is new about it is the name. It 
used to be that when an engineer or pilot did this 
sort of thing people described the phenomenon with 
such words as “mutidled,” “twisted,” “off his bear- 
ings,” ete. Today these are all merged into the 
apt expression that he was “lost.” It is a mental 
condition which has caused some of the greatest. 
disasters in history. Some 
of it are almost, incredible. 

In 1899 the steranship Paris, one of the finest At- 
lantic greyhounds, was in the hands of one of the 
most skillful and trustworthy navigators in the At-

St. Louis Mental Expert Says the “Lost” Engineer | 
Did Not Forget, but Had a Moment of Mental Oblivion

N CONSIDERING the interesting case of Frank Meyers, the “lost” engineer, it is needless to 
go into the detail of those mental phenomena where lapse of memory or perceptive oblivion 
takes place where the two governing forces of the mind, the centrifugal and centripetal,

disordered as nervous exhaustion increases, 
mental formes do not harmonize, the sensory fibers receive wrong impressions through improper 
action of the centrifugal force whose duty it is to allow only relative or relevant percepts to enter 
the thought channel] and exclude all foreign or irrelevant percepts, wrong sensory impressions will 
produce wrong moter impressions, and a condition beginning with a nervous strain may increase 
to exhausition and on to disturbance of mental forces.

Ratlroading is conducive to nervous disorders, both mild and severe. 

Many railroad companies think their men are made of iron, and 
that there is no wear out to them. I have known of instances where engincers have been kept 
in their cabs until they went to sleep from exhaustion; naturally, accidents resulted. “Whose fault 
was it? The engineers had been kept at work some twenty odd hours. Unless the nervous svs- 
tem receive the requisite amount of sleep (eight hours out of the 24) it will suffer in one way or 
another. Nerves become fatigued and exhausted, just as muscles do, and normal sleep is the re- 
constfructive agent. It is Nature’s own way of repair. 

There is always a certain strain put upon an engineer. The responsibility he has, the fear of 
accident. and the constant motion and jar of the cab tend to exhaust his nervous stability. When 

, they begin to feel their nerves giving away they should be permitted to rest, as continuance in serv- 
ice invites accident. In the case of Engineer Meyers, who does not appear to have been in need of 
sleep and who says he was not particularly worried, though he had a big train, insufficient steam 
and a bad rail—all of which doubtless did combine to distract him to some extent—it is hard to 
say what caused him to run by his switch. I am inclined to think it was not forgetting, but 
dition of mental oblivion for a brief space of time.

In spite of his skill and fa- 
maliarity with these waters, and when full responsi- 
bility for the navigation of the vessel devolved upen 
him in his capacity as captain, he mistook a light 
which he had known from boyhood and gave urders 
which wrecked the ship upon the Manacles, one of 
the dangerous reefs of the Channel. He was “lost.” 
When he was called upon to account for his aston- 
ishing action, he could not explain, He only knew 
that he done it; he did not know why. 

Sometimes men recover from the mental condition 
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Engineer Meyers could explain why he ran by the 
switch at St. Clair and plumped into that head-on 
collision. The explanation must come from the 
psychist, whose study is the vagaries of the human 
mind. 

Engineer Meyers is 30 years old, unexcitable and 
seasoned in the strenuous life of the engine cab. 
His statement to the Sunday Post-Dispatch is 
frank. He says: 

“T have been asked by the Division Superintend- 
ent to explain why I didn’t stop at the switch, and 
1 couldn't do it.

“I can’t understand how I passed the switch 
without knowing it, but I did.

I shouted to the 
other boys and put headlong through the eab win- 
dow, landing upon my head at the foot of the em- 
bankment. I didn’t realize until I saw the other 
train that I had passed the switch. It seems that 
just at the moment when I should have been stop- 
ping I forgot where the switch was. 

“I have known a great many instances in which 
engineers lost themselves just as I did, and they 
have always puzzled me. I remember one instance 
in which an engineer on the Santa Fe was given spe- 
cial runs as a reward for caution and long service 
without wrecks. He was considered the safest en- 
gineer on the system. One day he took ont a 
special, carrying officers of the road and _ their 
friends. He had orders to stop for a passing train 
and failed to stop. The result was a smashup in 
which one of the principal officials of the road was 
killed. I have often thought of that case and won- 
dered if my caution would ever lapse in that way 
and serve me a trick like that. : 

“T don’t think,” said Meyers, “it can be said that 
I forgot to stop at the St. Clair switch, I eouldn’t 
forget it. Remember, it was a matter of life 
and death, aside from the destruction of prop- 
erty which would have followed running by the 
switch: I had to think of the lives of others and 
of my own life. I have a wife and two little hahies 
here, and I want’to live as much as any one, Do 
you think I could have merely forgotten to stop 
when I knew what the result would be if I didn’t? 
No, I don’t think that altogether explains it.”

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It is in action that men get “lost.” Schley made 
the loop with the Brooklyn in a sea fight: the cap-

“A man whose record is flawless for 30 years will 
take a train out and smash it in a most astounding 
failure to follow orders. One is prompted to say 
that these men are, for the moment, at least, crazy; 
but we know they are not, I have heard people 
say that many railroad wrecks are a proof of the

Meyers for the moment lost his center of equi- 
librium. It is a well-known fact among. steeple 
jacks, structural iron workers, painters, ete., who 
work. at great heights, that one does sometimes 


lose one’s center of equilibrium, and in the cases . 


of these people the loss is generally fatal. 

John O’Donell. known as “Jack the Dare Devil,” 
who is here to wreck the Ferris Wheel, says most. 
steeplejacks eventually lose their equilibrium and 
fall, though some of them work at their perilous 


tnsiness many years before they suffer that strange 


mental condition which takes them off the center 
of their equilibrium and sends them to a terrible 
death. O’Donell says there were 11 steeplejacks 
in the United States when he entered the business 
10 years ago, and that eight of these, one by one. 
have been killed—each of them losing his center 
of equilibrium in time and plunging down from 
some great height.
